But it should 
not have been called a National 
Labor Relations Board any more 
than the bureau which deals with 
smuggling is called the Tariff Com- 
mission. The proper place for such 
a bureau would have been in the 
Department of Justice, as an agency 
similar to the anti-trust division 
which seeks to protect business men 
against monopoly. 
Became Entangled 
in Internal Disputes 


Superimposed on the function of 
protecting the legal right to organ- 
ize, Congress tnen created a second 
function for the board. The board 
has also to decide how the employ- 
ees shall organize if they wish to 
organize, whether by crafts, by 
plants, or by some other unit, and 
then to promote that 
particular 


kind of unionism. At this stage the 
board has moved beyond the pro- 
tection of civil liberties and has 
made itself the advocate of certain 
kinds of unionism. 


The employees who do not like 


the kind of unionism provided for 
them by the government must ac- 
cept it, nevertheless, if they are a 
.minority. So at this level of -its 
•activities the board is no longer a 
protector of civil rights but a spon- 
sor, often a controversial sponsor, 
of particular? labor union policies. 
And it is at this level of its activi- 
ties that" the board has -necessarily 
entangled the government in the in- 
ternal disputes of the labor move- 
ment. 
. 
. . 


But on top of this, the' board has 


a third, function. Not only does it 
have to protect the civil right to or- 
ganize, and to sponsor certain kinds 
of organization; it has also to com- 
pel the employers to "bargain" col- 
lectively -with the representatives 
of the organization. This is by all 
odds one of the strangest assign- 
ments ever given to a government 
agency. It must compel employers 
to bargain voluntarily. 


The law does not say that an em- 


ployer must make a bargain. The 
law does not give the board any 
authority to decide what would be 
a just bargain. It establishes no 
principle of what a bargain ought 
to be. nor any agency for determin- 
ing that question. The*law merely 
requires the board to see to it that 
the employer "bargains" regardless 
of whether a bargain is arrived at, 
or whether it is enforced after it is 
arrived at 


At this stage of the proceedings, 


thc board is a mind-reader and a 
psychoanalyst frying to determine 
whether the employer, though no 
tergain is struck, had in good faith 
meant to go through the motions of 
bargaining. 
[mpossiblc. Useless 
Function Required 


This is not only an impossible 


function for any board to perform. 
It is a useless function. Surely the 
object of government intervention 
in labor disputes must be to pro- 
mote peace and justice. But the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board is not 
required or even allowed to work 
either for peace or for justice. It 


its of thc dispute. It docs not pro- 
vide a procedure for doing any of 
these things. 


It seeks to decide xvhethcr sub- 


jcclivcly the employer meant "to 
bargain." regardless of all objective 
considerations, such as whether the 
claims are just, whether they are 
practicable, whether there is a set- 
tlement, whether it is observed by 
the two parties. In practice thisj 
means that the employer is coerced 
by the government into a bargain- 
ing conference falling foul of the 
law, whereas the employees may go 
on strike if they do not like the 
bargain offered to them. 


Surely this is in principle what it 


has proved to be in practice: a de- 
vice which aggravates rather than 
conciliates, intensifies rather than 
settles, the disputes among labor 
unions and between unions and em- 
ployers. 


The remedy is to reorganize the 


while thing so as to create in fact, 
rather than in name, a National 
Labor Relations Board. The first 
step in such a reorganization would 
be to remove from the board's func- 
tions the protection of civil rights 
and place that in the Department 
of Justice. The second step would 
be to re-define its functions in deal- 
ing with the organization of labor 
by giving the board the power to 
hold elections in industries on the 
petition of some percentage of the 
employes, but not to decide what 
shall be the unit or the type of la- 
bor organization. 


The third step would be to make 


the board an agency for concilia- 
tion, fact finding, mediation and 
perhaps eventually of arbitration, 
with power not only to go into the 
merits of disputes but with power 
to hear complaints in regard to the 
observance of the settlements cf 
disputes.

Purkhiser's partly-clad body was 


found by the proprietor of a room- 
ing house here. Purkhiser had reg- 
istered Saturday night. He had 
been sought since Saturday when it 
was learned he had rented an auto 
in Oklahoma City Thursday and 
had not been seen since. 


The letter referred to financial 


disagreements Purkhiser had had 
with Mrs. Scharber, whom if said 
he had known since 1932. 


"I went out Thursday because 1 


did not think anybody would be 
home," it read, "so I would be there 
when the Scharbers came home, 
and I was going to have a talk with 
them and try to get things straight" 


"When I found her (Haselteen) 


there and that she had been turned 
against me too, J lost all reasoning, 
and nothing but a terrible night- 
mare followed." 


Haselteen was home only by 


chance, having returned early from 
school, where she became ill. 


The letter, addressed to Purkhis- 


er's wife, Mrs. Sue Purkhiser, con- 
tinued: 


"You have classed me as a brutal 


killer. -If what you saw in the pa- 
pers is what

perhaps I am. Yet there are extenu- 
ating circumstances that could be 
taken into consideration."

Kimberly — At midnight -last 


Friday employes of the Kimberly 
mill of the Kimberly-Clark'corpo- 
ration completed 100 safe days of 
operation. The last lost-time acci- 
dent at the mill occurred on Wed- 
nesday, Nov. 23, 1938. This was the 
first time since June, 1935. thai 
the total of one hundred safe days 
was reached. At that time employ- 
es of the mill completed 145 safe 
days. Many times since then they 
have neared the 100 mark, but 
minor accidents have prevented 
the goal which always sent the 
standing back to zero. 


In October, 1937, a total of 95 


days was reached when an em- 
ploye suffered an injury which 
prevented him from returning to 
work the following day. The aver- 
age number of employes at the 
Kimberly mill during the safe per- 
iod was approximately 900. 


With each employe working six 


hours per day. a total of 540,000 
man hours without a lost-time ac- 
cident was attained. One man 
working six hours a day for 365 
days would work 2,190 hours. It 
would take him 246 years to set a 
similar record. The noon whistle 
at the mill Saturday was blown for 
one minute in observance of the 
record.

Washington—Personal memo on Roosevelt: 
It's been a long, hard light, these six years since Roosevelt stood on 


the easfsteps of the capitol, on a bleak day, and took over guidance of a 
nation that had suffered a complete nervous breakdown. I sat in the press 
section that day, dictating a running description of that first inaugural. 
Just a few minutes earlier, I had finished writing the 
advance lead on the inaugural message. 


During the six years intervening I have seen the 


New Deal unfold in its early glory of great promise. 
I have reported its long struggle with powerfully hos- 
tile forces, seen and unseen, economic and human. I 
have seen it severely set back by the sudden recession 
in the fall of 1937. More recently I have seen its mor- 
ale disintegrate until now even many Democrats 
themselves foresee repudiation at the next election 
and are anticipating a Republican president in 1941. 


Through all of this time I have seen Roosevelt, 


sometimes up, sometimes down, now striking with 
the daring of genius, and again blundering into ap- 
palling errors which needlessly undermined the great 
^ work he was trying to do, playing cruelly into the

Roosevelt is the fifth president whose activities I have reported. None 


has been perfect, certainly not Roosevelt Yet to me'he stands as a giant 
of our time, for the mark of a great man is not anv absence of weaknesses 
but an abundance of strength. And with it one great gift to the country 
in these times—his buoyant, good-humored confidence that on March 4, 
1933, turned national despair into

Chief Justice Eosenberry speaking be- 


lore the Wisconsin District Attorneys' As- 
sociation recently advocated modification 
of the constitutional rule which permits 
an accused person to remain mute in the 
face of incriminatory evidence. The Chief 
Justice remarked that "many of the rules 
•which were intended originally to be the 
protection of the innocent hr-ve now be- 
come the shield for the guilty."

As the rule exists 
today there is staged before the jury a 
regular Minsky, slap-stick burlesque that 
puts the Marx brothers to shame in the

cused of numerous crimes by numerous

TEACHING IRISH AND POLISH

shores was that he couldn't talk Irish. His 
familiarity with English quickly got him 
a job on the police force and the follow- 
ing year he ran for alderman. 


The greatest disadvantage the Polish 


immigrant had when he came here was 
that he could talk nothing but Polish. Kis 
difficulty in commanding or 
acquiring 


English was the principal reason that re- 
tarded his advancement. 


Even back in Ireland the Irish had 


enough sense io embrace the English lan- 
guage because it made for simplicity, in- 
dividual understanding and mutual prog- 
ress. The Irishman only learned enough 
Irish to warn a rebellious comrade when 
English officers came in view. 


If there was anything a Pole or an 


Irishman didn't want to learn in this coun- 
try it was Polish or Irish.

No telling what any one means 


when he or she speaks of receiving 
"shots." Nowadays a thousand and 
one medicines, hormones or cndo- 
crines, bacterins or "vaccines," ser- 
ums, toxins, antitoxins, vitamins, 
chemicals and gasses are adminis- 
tered by injection under the skin or 
into deeper structures (nerves, mus- 
cle. veins) or into one or another 
body cavity. 


Some medicines must be admin- 


istered by subcutaneous or in-tra- 
muscular injection if at»all, due to 
the impossibility of administration 
in any other way. There was the 
woman who developed a wild de- 
lirium a few days after the birth 
of her baby. She foufiht desperate- 
ly her family and friends— but kept 
a tight grip on the baby.

Bills Would Hike 
Taxes: Mayor Law 


Madison Executive Ex- 
plains Proposed Police, 
Fire Retirement Plans 


Mayor James R. Law, president 


of the Wisconsin League of Munici- 
palities, in a letter to Mayor Good- 
land today warned that citizens of 
the state are "facing the payment 
of millions of dollars in hidden tax- 
es because of the 'unsound police 
and lire pension systems which the 
legislature has forced on the ci- 
tizens of Wisconsin." 


Mayor Law explained that an at- 


tempt now is being made by pres- 
sure groups to add more to the tax 
rolls through the pension system. 
He wrote that 25 Wisconsin cities 
between 10,000 and 100.000 popula- 
tion were compelled by the state 
legislature some years ago to in- 
stall the pension systems. 


These pension systems have prov- 


en expensive 
because policemen 


and firemen have contributed only 
1 per cent of their salaries to the 
fund and have been able to retire 
after 22 years of service. Law wrote. 
The Madison mayor maintained that 
the bills now being considered by 
the legislature would further in- 
crease pension costs paid by tax- 
payers. For example, he said, the 
firemen propose to be permitted to 
retire on pension equivalent to "0 
per cent of their salaries after 22 
years of service. 


Wants Delay 


Mayor Law feels action on the 


bills should be delayed until an in- 
vestigation can be launched to stu- 
dy the pension system in Wisconsin 
cities.

puzzle you or to which you want 
the answers, especially during your 
adolescence. 
Your father knows 


what the answers are and he is 
anxious for you to get your infor- 
mation honestly. If you do this you 
won't get misinformation from the 
street about anything. If you hear 
something that doesn't seem sound, 
ask him about it. Make father and 
sons day each day of the year."

The five club contract was de- 


feated two tricks because South had 
the inspiration to open a trump and 
thus made it impossible for East 
to hold his diamond loss to one 
trick. 
When North later gained 


the lead he followed his partner's 
direction by returning a second 
trump, hence East could ruff only 
one diamond. The 300 points scor- 
ed by North-South, however, were 
highly inadequate compensation for 
the game of which they had been 
robbed. 


It was North's fault that the op- 


ponents played the hand at live 
clubs doubled, instead of South at 
five hearts, which would have been 
a laydown under proper play. Let 
us analyze each step of the bid- 
ding. North's spade bid was, of 
course, correct, but on the second 
round, after his partner had over- 
called two clubs with the free bid 
of two hearts, North had plenty of 
.values for a jump to four hearts. 
His conservative single raise, how- 
ever, would not have been fatal if 
he had taken the proper action on 
his next turn. Actually 
South 


stretched a little -when he rebid' his 
hand freely over East's four clubs, 
but this should have worked out ad- 
vantageously. Surely North should 
have known that South could not 
have less than he actually held, 
. hence when We_st made -what -was 
obviously a sacrifice attempt at five 
clubs North should not have stood 
aside with- a forcing pass and left it 
to his partner. He, North, had un- 
derbid previously end his partner 
had made two free bids, one of 
them at the four level Surely, with 
the additional undisclosed strength 
In the North hand, there should be 
no great difficulty about making 
five-odd. 


The forcing pass left South In a 


-very difficult position. Naturally he 
could not count on holding his loss 
to two tricks. He expected North to 
"have something like the A-K of 
spades and the A-T-x or even the 
A-J-10 of hearts, but this combina- 
tion -would give p very doubtful 
play lor five-odd. His decision to 
double can not be criticized. The 
fact of the matter is that the choice 
should not have been put up to him.

On the farm there is always one big one in every flock. Lucky if there 


Is not one little one, too. But it is about the big one that I want to talk 
just now. He weighs more than the others, eats more, and demands more 
of everything. He usually shoves the rest of the flock out of his way and 
forges to the front row. "Me first." 


This big one appears, too, in every family of children. He Is actually 


big m size, or he feels big, or he is mentally big. He soon makes his big- 
ness felt The smaller ones complain, or they fight and keep the house- 
hold in turmoil. One cannot reduce the size of the child, but it is often 
possible to get him to use his size so as to make the others and himself 
more comfortable. 


Try to give this bigger one enough responsibility to weight him a bit 


If he is faster than the others in dressing, teach him to help the slowest 
one. Teach him to help in a spirit of helpfulness, not of boasting. That is 
important, too, lest his bigness make him a bully. 


If he is quicker in school than others, give him extra work in a field 


of his own selection. It is a mistake to give the quick child twenty ex- 
amples of the same sort that the others work in tens. Reward his quick- 
ness and accuracy with the privilege 
of doing some other kind of work 
that he likes. Employ him in help- 
ing slower children and in that way 
again accent the idea of his respon- 
sibility in leadership. 


If he eats more than the other 


children of the family, let him have 
it without remarks. His body uses 
more food because it is bigger, more 
active and perhaps growing faster. 
Don't make the mistake of ridicul- 
ing this child for his big appetite, 
or his big feet, or his big head. Ac- 
cept him as he is and direct him 
always so as to use his power for 
growth and leadership. 


Sometimes such a bigness shows 


itself in bullying ways. When this 
happens we know that all is not 
well with this child. No child who 
feels himself adequate makes a 
practice of bullying weaker chil- 
dren. That kind of behavior tells as 
clearly as tongue could tell, "I am 
failing. I must piece myself out to 
be big in the sight of these others." 
It is a signal for help. There is a 
bigness that is power and there is 
another bigness that is weakness. 
Bullying is the indication of the 
unfortunate sort.

Oceans and Ocean Life 


I-Sca Witer 


What a large part ol our earth is 


covered by salt water! It spreads 
over nearly three-fourths ol the 
globe! 


We speak of five oceans, but they 


are all joined in one way or an- 
other. We might say the earth has 
only one huge ocean, but people 
have given special names to the 
parts. 


Diagram showing different Instru- 


ments used to learn about the 
deep sea. 
The Arctic ocean is larger than 


Canada and Greenland together. 
The Atlantic has more square miles 
than Africa, Asia and Europe com- 
bined. The Pacific is twice as large 
as the Atlantic; it has more area 
than all six. of the continents. 


There is deep water in the oceans! 


The average depth is about two 
and one-half miles. Not many lakes 
are more than 300 feet deep, and 
the water in most lakes goes down 
less than 100 feet. 


One place in the Atlantic is five 


and a half miles deep. It is north 
of Puerto Rico. In the Pacific a 
spot near the Philippine islands is 
six and a half miles deep. That 
depth is greater than the height of 
the earth's tallest mountain. 


No man has ever gone down to 


the bottom of the very deep parts 
of the ocean to find out what things 
are like down there. Scientists, 
however, have sent down nets to 
gather up bits of the bottom, and 
instruments which tell the temper- 
attire and other facts about water 
several miles down. 


It is possible to obtain a bucket- 


ful of water from near the bot- 
tom of the sea. Water has been 
hrought up from depths far greater 
than Beebe's "iron ball" has gone 
down. 


A bucket of this sort has a mov- 


sble bottom and a movable ton. 
coth of which are open while the 
bucket is being let down. As sorn 
as the upward journey starts, the 
top and bottom of the bucket close 
tightly, and in that way the water 
sample is obtained. 


At the surface of the Arctic ocean, 


the water is at or near the freezing 
point of salt water. In the torrid 
zone the surface water is usually 
about SO degrees above zero Fahr- 
enheit Sometimes the temperature 
of the water of the Red sea rises 
to 100 degrees above zero!

In the Atlantic or the Pacific, j 


Uie water is cooler the farther down 
we go. If it is 70 degrees at the 
surface, it will be 40 or 50 degrees 
at a depth of half a mile. At a 
aepth of two miles, the temperature i 
will be about 35 degrees,
